That he was in danger of having his Office

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rived, I looked upon him as one of Oda- 
via's Spies; and therefore beſet Anu bony 
in ſuch a manner, every Moment, that 
it was impoſſible for any one to ſpeak to 
him without my being preſent. At the 
{ame time I expoſed and laughed at Gem:- 
nius, and made him the conſtant Jeſt at 
Table, where he was always placed at the 
lower End. When I found that he bore 
patiently all my Inſults and Outrages, in 
hopes ſtill to have a leiſure Hour with 
Anthony, I threw myſelf into all Sorts of 
Ul Temper, and would not let Anthony 
enjoy a Moment's Eaſe, till he had aſked 
Geminius one Night at a full Table, what 
had brought him thither? He anſwered, 
« That his Buſineſs might very well de- 
« ſerve a ſerious Conference. However, 
« one Thing he had to deliver without 
e Reſerve; which was, that Affairs would 
ig wear a much better Face, if Cleopatra 
 & would return to Et. 1 ſaw Anthony 
looked very much offended, but yet he 
was ſilent; and I with a ſcornful Sneer re- 
plied, .

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*« Secret without a Rack: And from that 
Inſtant it was my Study to contrive horrid 
Scenes of Revenge againſt him. But he 
wiſely took the firſt Opportunity of eſ- 
eaping to Rome. Many more of my Ene- 
mies, and Anthony's Friends, were driven 
away by the inſupportable Treatment they 
received from me, and my Flatterers. 
And now, after many Recriminations om 
both Sides, War was at laſt en

The pole Ceſer pe the Name of 
Anthony in that Declaration, and only 
named the Queen of Egypt.

When Wahn Sides had e dem 
n for the War, it appeared that 
Ceſar had Two hundred Gallies, well 
equipped, Eighey thouſand Foot, and 
above twelve thouſand Horſe. Anthony 
bad no leſs than Five hundred Gallies, 
equally well, appointed, and moſt of them 
bad Eight or Ten Banks of Oars, ſo very 
rich; they! ſeemed to be deſigned for 
Show and Triumph. His Land Forces 
were compoſed of a Hundred thouſand 
Foot, and Twelve thouſand Horfe. He 
had Eleven Kings who attended him in 
the War. Herad had provided an Army 
for his Service; but Malchus, King of 
Arabia, from whom I had, by a Grant 
from Anthony,” extorted that Part of his 
Dominions which bordered upon Egypt, 


ny he found ** was involved i 5 a 
10 a 
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War with Ce/ar; and not at leiſure to 
force him, refuſed to pay me the cuſtomary 
Tribute for that Part of his Dominions 
I had taken from him On which Pretence 
I inſtigated Anthony to order Herod, in- 
ſtead of aſſiſting him, to make War upon 
Malc bus. But I had a further View in this 
than to recover my Tribute for I con- 
cluded, ' that when theſe two Kings were 
thus ſet together by the Ears, one of them 
would be flain in the War, and then E 
ſhould have his Kingdom. I hoped it 
would be Herod; againſt whom I entertain- 
ed the greateſt Hatred, for the Reaſons I 
have already related. Anthony had under his 
Command all that Tract of Land which 
lies berwixt the Zuphrates and the lman 
Seas and great Part of Myriam Coſar's 
Government extended from Ihria to the 
Weſtern Ocean, and from the Ocean all 
along the Tuſcan and Siemian Sea. As for 
the Divifien of ca, Caſar hadi all the 
Coaſt oppoſite toõ IA; Guirt, and Spain; 
and Antbom the Provinces from Orea 
reaching up into Etbiopia. I ſhall not 
„ e man Letters and Embaſſies that

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paſſed between Antboyy.and Cæſar, which 
produced no Effect: For I was reſolved to 
drive on the War, and make Anthony ſear 
me at- Rome, as Miſtreſs of the Empire, 
or periſh in the Attempt, Whilſt the di. 
vided World were either engaged, or 
aſtoniſhed SpeCtators of the Event of a 
War, wherein was to be decided the Fate 
of the Two Maſters of the Univerſe; my 
Thoughts were wholly employed in the 
Gratification of my own Ambition, and 
in Proſpect of being Miſtreſs of the World, 
for which Cæſar WY were 5 


ly contending. 


Now drew near the . Battle of 
Atium: Anthony's. Friends all endeavour- 
ed to perſuade him to depend on his Land 
Forces, which were ſuperior to Cæſar's. 
Beſides his Navy was badly ſupplied : His. 
Captains, - for want of: Mariners, were im- 
preſſing in Greece (which had been exhault- 
ed long before) every one they met; Car- 
riers, Hoſtlers, Labourers, and even Boys: 
and, notwithſtanding this, the Veſſels had 
not their Complement, but remained ia a 

very . 
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very indifferent Condition for ſailing. 
However, amidſt all theſe Diſadvantages, 
I was reſolved Anthony ſhould try his Fate, 
firſt by Sea; where, if Victory was obtain- 
ed, I thought I ſhould have more Share 
of the Glory than at Land; as the Egyp-> 
tian Veſſels made great Part of the Fleet. 
Moreover, as the Time in which the Uni- 
verſe was to be contended for, approached, 
my-anxious Thoughts began to repreſent 
to my Fancy, a Poſſibility that Cæſar 
might be the Conqueror: But then, if we 
fought by Land, I imagined Ceſar would 
enter Mexandria, and I muſt be taken 
Priſoner. Whereas, if A#thony was beaten: 

at Sea, I intended to manage in ſuch a 
manner, as, by a timely Flight, to make 
an Appearance of having betrayed Anthony, 
and by that Means to ſecure my Peace with 
Ceſar. Totry his Fortune by Land, was 
the Advice given Anthony by thoſe Friends 
of his, whom I ſuſpected of daring to 
wiſh that he would return to OZavia, and 
throw off thoſe Chains which I had faſten- 
ed on him with ſo much Labour and 
Trouble. So that the very Spirit of con. 


I 5 tradicting 
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tradicting thoſe hated, weighed greatly 
in the Scale, and determined me for the 
Sea; and when once J had determined, I 
was reſolyed: that my Will ſhould not be 
oppoſed; and that Anthony ſhould ſhew his 
Followers how much he was my Slave, 
A Sea Engagement enſued; but in the 
midſt of the Battle, Agripps, who com- 
manded Ce/ar's left Squadron, extended 
his left Wing, with a Deſign to hem in 
his Enemy; which, when Publicola (who, 
in Conjunction with Au bony, commanded 
our right Wing) obſerved, he found him:

As ſoon as I per- 
ceived this, though the Victory was till 
doubtful, and Fortune had not determined 
the Day; yet my Fears prevailed on me 
to think the worſt; and being full of 
the Scheme of making my Peace with Cæ- 
far, by betraying Anthony, I crouded all 
my Sails; few a-croſs thoſe that were

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engaged; "diſordered bons Fleet by 
their opening and giving way to mine; 
and ſteered my Courſe towards Pellponne- 
ſus. Anthony, taking with him only Alex 
ander of Syria and Scellius, put himſelf 
aboard a Galley of Five Banks of Oars,: 

In the 
mean time, whilſt, without any Thought 
of him, or any Confideration for either 
his Safety or Honour, I was thinking on 
various Ways of addreſſing Cæſar, I per- 
ceived Anthony failing towards us.

Sorrow for what 1 had done, and by im- 
puting the unfortunate Error of my Flight 
to the Timidity and Fears of a Woman;

of my Perſon, even in Grief. When they 
ſhould obſerve Anthony inclined to relent 
and be ſoftened, I directed them to alter 
their Tone, and acquaint him, that, if it 
| way poſſible for me to be angry with him, 
how great Reaſon I now had to be ſo, when, 
to the reſt of my heavy Misfortunes, he 
added the inſupportable Weight of ſepa- 
rating himſelf from me. In ſhort, we were 
at laſt reconciled, on the Terms of his 
humbly aſking Pardon for my having be- 
trayed him, and his approaching me with 
the ſubmiſſive Air of an Offender, whilſt I 
condeſcended to forgive him with the Air 
of an offended Queen, who was wrought 
by Love to forget what was paſt, but yer

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By this time "ſeveral of Anthony's : 
and a great many of his F riends, who had 
eſcape q after the Defeat, were come up to 
lm The Account they gave of the Bra- 
very of his Fleet, and the Fidelity of his 
Soldiers, who would not liſten to Cſar's 
Ambaſſadors, al chey were abandoned by 
the Officers, vexed me with the Thoughts 
of the Poſſibility of a Conqueſt, if I had 
been leſs haſty in my F light. However, 
I could not help deriving ſome Conſola- 
tion, from thinking, ſuch Soldiers „and 
ſuch a Fleer, were ee for my e 


Au boy, err and afflided, Wwan- 
dered into ſeveral Parts of Africa, attended 
only by Two Friends; and I returned to 
Egypt: For Ino ęxerted all my Artifice and 
Cunning to get myſelf rid of him, inſtead 
ot retaining him, as uſual, with me, I con- 
ciuded, that if his Ruin was. inevitable, I 
could, by zefuling him Admiſſion, more, 
eaſily make any Peace with Ceſar. > od he,

The Egplion Shore . to me deſtined: 
for: 
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for the Grave of the Roman great Men, 
and for the freeing ſucceſſive Cæſars of 
their Rivals. In order to blind my Sub- 
jects, I ſailed into Egypt with Crowns on 
the Prows of my Ship, as if I had gained 
a Victory; but hearing by my Spies, whom 
I conſtantly employed to ſound the Opi- 
nions of the Noblemen of Egypt, that ſeve- 
ral of them dared to think my Conqueſts 
not worthy. a Triumph, I, without any 
Regret, put them to Death, for ſuch their 
Inſolence and Preſumption. To increaſe 
Anthony's Afflictions, he heard that the 
Perſon who commanded for him in Libya. 
(to whoſe Care he had committed all the 
Troops of that Country) was gone over to- 
Ceſar. This News prompted him to put 
an End to his Life; but being prevented 
by one of his Friends, he again turned his 
Thoughts towards Alexandria. I was unwil- 
ling to receive him, now he was a Fugitive; _ 
and yet thinking the Time not ripe to dee 
{troy him, for fear how Cz/ar might inte * 
pret ſuch an Action, I was reſolved myſelf 
to fly from Egypt, and refuſe Aulbom the 
Comfort even of ſeeing me, in the Diſtreſs 

| wherein 
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wherein I had involved him. Between 
the Red-Sea and the Egyptian, lies a ſmall 
Neck of Land, which ſeparates 4fa from 
| Africa, and which, in the narroweſt Place, 
is not much above Thirty-ſix Miles. 1 
formed a Project of hauling Twenty of 
my Gallies over this Neck of Land, and 
ſetting them on float in the Red- Sea, with 
all my Riches on board, to ſeck ſome re- 
mote Country, where I ſhould be free 
from Slavery, and where, by the Exertion 
of my former Artifices, I thought I might 
yet hope to do more Miſchief, and betray 
more Kings or Emperors. But the firſt 
Gallies that were carried over, being burnt | 
by the Arabians of Petra, I defiſted from 
my Enterpriſe, and gave Orders for the 
fortifying all the Avenues to my Kingdom. 
In the mean time Anthony arrived again at 
Alexandria; but as his Sufferings gave me 
no Pain, and as I was ſtrongly poſſeſſed 


with the Hope of making Peace with Cæ- 
far, I uſed all my Endeavours at preſent 
to be rid of him; and therefore treated him 
ſo coldly, and contrived ſo to increaſe the 
Load of his Afflictions, as determined him 

| ro 
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to ſeek elſewhere that Refuge, which my 
Heart (ever open to receive the Succeſsful, 
and always ready to exclude the Unfortu- 
nate) denied him. He therefore retired 
to the Sea-ſide, and built a Houſe in the 
Iſle of Pharos, which he called his Timo- 
mum; intimating thereby, that he propoſed 
to imitate Timon the Athenian, as much in 
his curſing Mankind, as he was fatally 
like him in the Treatment he met with 
from his . moſt boaſted Friends. Had I 
been ſure of ſucceeding with Cæſar, he 
might have raved away the Remainder of 
his Life in this manner, without my hav- 
ing one Thought of even endeavouring to 
relieve. him; but when I was informed 
that Herod had ſent to Anthony, adviſing 
him, as the only, Means of retrieving his 
broken Fortune, to put me to Death, and 
by poſſeſſing my Kingdom make Peace 
with-Ce/er, and return to Odavia; this Newg 
reviyed my Envy againſt my Rival, and 
ſtung me with ſuch Indignation, that I'v was 
determined to keep Aubom from bis Wit: 
at any Expence whatever. I therefore diſ- 
N Meſſengers to Anthony, and by my 
Entrea· 
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Eareatica ſoon brought him back to Alex- 
andria; where, apprehenſive leſt he ſhquld 
follow Herod's Advice, I took care to pre- 
vent him from giving way to Reflection, by 
renewing our old Revels and Banquettings. 
We diſſolved the Order of The Inimitabll 
78 and conſtituted another, called The 
Diers together; which was nothing inferior 
to the former in Luxury and Splendor. 
Anthony was pleaſed with this Deluſion, as 
it flattered him with, the Notion that Fes 
more willin to die with him, than live 
with. any other. So far, indeed, I had ſe- 
us. Thoughts of dying with him, that! 
| ge if Cejar ſhould intend to lead me 
in Tr jumph, it, would more Glory to 
dic with Anthony, than y Perfidio Ret 
10 deſtroy him; when ap Perfidy was to 
produce no other Fruit, than the Con- 
tempt it deſerved. over. T was re- 
ſolved to be prepared againſt all Events; 
for which Reaſon I collected various Sorts 
ol poiſonous. Drugs, in order to learn 
which was leaſt painful in the Operation, 
by trying Experiments on ſuch as were 


condemned to die. I looked on thefe mi- 
ſerable 
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ſerable Sufferets in their utmoſt. Agonies, 
_ as much and. Compoſure, 
as on any the moſt trifling Accidents of 
Life. But When J obſerved” that quick 
Poiſons occaſioned ſharp Pains, with fre- 
quent Convulſions, and that the milder 
were long a working, I examined ſeveral 
Sorts of venomous Creatures, and had 
them applied to different Perſons in my 
Preſence, Amongſt them I found: none 
comparable to the Aſpz the Bite of which, 
great Heavineſs in the Head, and a Pro- 
penſity to Sleep; which was attended with 
a. gentle Sweat on the Face, and ſuch 2 
Stupefaction, that thoſe who were thus 
affected, ſeemed inſenſible of Pain, and 
averſe to be diſturbed or awakened, like 
thoſe who are in a pedfound: n 
. ae | 

ſl antes Ievig w de bull, adhd. 
ing to the Temple of 1s, feverib Tombs. 
and Monuments, of a ſtupendous Height, 
and very conſiderable for the Workman- 
os Tbithet removed/my Treaſures of 

$J Gold, 
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Gold, Silver, Emeralds, Pearls, Ebony, 
Ivory, and Cinnamon; to all which I ad- 
ded prodigious Quantities of Flax and 
Torches. This gave Cæſar great Uneaſi- 
neſs, for fear that in Deſpair I ſhould ſet 
Fire to and conſume this my immenſe 
Wealth, and alſo rob him of his Triumph. 
For this Reaſon he was daily ſending Meſ- 
fengers, who were to feed me with Hopes 
of mild and gentle Treatment. Cz/ar 
was yet abſent; for, after Anthony's De- 
feat, his Preſence being neceſſary at Rome, 
Hoſtilities were ſuſpended for & Seaſon; 
but the Winter being over, he purſued' his 
Courſe to Altrandria, by long Marches; 
himſelf, by the Way of Syria, and his 
Runs, through Afric. From this 
Time my Mind was in a State almoſt of 
Diſtraction. For although Fhad no other 
Conſideration but the gratifying my own 
Ambition, yet i in my then Circumſtances, I 
found it almoſt (impoſſible to perceive 
_ elearly what was really my Intereſt, Had 
I been ſure of Ceſar, I had made noScruple 
of giving up Anthony; but my Suſpicion 
of being led in Triumph, where Luia and

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OXavia would behold my Diſhonour, and 
exult in my Diſtreſs, held me till in Suſ- 
pence, and undetermined what Part to 
act. However, we both ſent Ambaſſadors 
to Ceſar, whilſt he was in Aa.

at Rome over Livin and Octavia. In this 
View, Authony: was doomed to die, with- 
out any Remorſe, or Conſideration of his 
Love: But again, when I recollected Cæ- 
Jar's Politics and Ambition, the Thought 
ef his artful Deſigus, like the moſt peſtilent 
Air, ſeized my Boſom, infected me with 
the moſt" inſufferable Plagues, and threw 
me into Agonies not to be expreſſed. 

Then were pictured again before my Eyes, 
Livia and Q&avia rejoicing in my Miſery; 
whilſt, with down - caſt Looks, Lattended 
Cæſars triumphal Car; the gathering 
Multitude around, pointing me out with 
Scorn and Diſdain, as the Woman, who 
by Treachery and Cunning had firſt ruin- 
ed, and afterwards baſely deſtroyed, Ce- 
ſar's Rival in the Empire of the Univerſe; 
and yet the Woman, who had not Dex- 
terity enough to keep herſelf from becom- 
ing a Sacrifice to Ce/ar's Power. Then 
| what I cry out, *“ that ſooner than ſup- 
port this dreadful Image one Moment 
longer, I would die ten thouſand Deaths 
< with Antbony:” This unhappy Man hap- 


pened to enter my Apartment, juſt as

other Embaſſy to Cæſar, offering to kill 
himſelf, if that, would. ſecure Cleopatra. 

Thus in the; very Inſtant whilſt I Was de · 
liberating, with, myſelf, whether or no I 
ſhould be Autbony's Murderer, he offered 
to be his own, in order to protect my Life | 
and Safety. But yet even all this could not 
rouze ne from fixing my Mind ſolely on 
my on Intereſt. Cæſar returned no An- 
ſwer; whereupon Anthony diſpatched j in a 
third Embaſſy his, Son Angyllus (by Fulvia) 
with a large Preſent of Gold, which Ceſar 
kept, without deigning to treat with Au- 
 4honyz to me he ſent both Promvſes and 
Threats, in order to prevent me from de- 
ſtroying my Wealth and Perſon.

My ing in my own Charms made 
this Story not at all incredible to me; 
and the Raptures with which it filled my 
Mind, engaged me to diſtinguiſh this 
Perſon with more peculiar Matks of Re- 
ſpe, and to give him more frequent and 
longer Audiences than was cuſtomary; 
inſomuch that Anthony grew jealous, and 
having commanded him to be whipped, 
ſent him afterwards back to Ceſar. Whe- 
ther Anthony had any other Reaſon for this 
Jealouſy than my endeavouring to recom- 
mend myſelf to 2 DYrens, in order to pre- 
judice Cæſar the more in my Favour, I 
could never recollect.

. 1 Time was yet too prema- 
ture for me to appear to Anthony as if I had 
abandoned him, leſt he ſhould take Oc- 
caſion from my Perfidiouſneſs to be recon- 
ciled to Odtavia. I therefore thought pro- 
per to make what Atonement I could for 
my Indiſcretion, n order to allay Anibony!s 
Jealouſys and fur this Purpoſe I expreſſed 
all the Submiſſion imaginable. My own 
Birth · day I kept as was ſuitable to our de- 
plorable Fortune; but his was obſerved 
with great Splendor and Magnificence. I 
continnally intimated, that. our preſent 
Fortune could not. prohibit my rejoicing 

in the Day which gave him Birth; ſince 
however fatal might he the Event of our 
Loves, yet aud Loot. hut have known - 
my Auubem for all, the, Empires of the 
World.

He then commanded Eros, his 
faithful Servant, whom he had formerly 
engaged in a Promiſe to kill him in, caſe 
of inevitable Danger, to keep his Word, 
and put an End to his Miſery.— Eros, 
ſhocked at the Command, choſe rather to 
lay violent Hands on himfelf, than mur- 
der his Maſter. Which when Anthony 
perceived, he plunged his Sword into his 
own Breaſt, and threw himfelf on a Couch 
that ſtood near him. The Wound, though 


mortal, did not immediately occaſion his 
INE" 1 Death; 
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Death; and he was a little recovered when 
my Meſſenger arrived. The Moment he 
underſtood that I was ſtill living, he ea- 
gerly deſired to be carried to the Door of 
my Monument. I would not open it, 
for fear of being ſurprized, but let down 
Cords from a Window, to which Autbom 
being faſtened, by the Help of my Two 
Women, who were all I truſted in the Mo- 
nument, I drew him up. The Spectators, 
ſeeing the faint and dying Anthom, covered 
with Blood, ſtretching out his Hands to 
Cleopatra, and raiſing his Body to give us 
what Aſſiſtance he could, were extremely 
affected, and in Tears lamented his un- 
happy Fate. Now, likewiſe, was T, for 
the firſt Time, touched with Sorrow, 
wherein there was any Mixture of Compaſ- 
ſion, for the wretched Anthony.” As ſoon 
as he was in the Monument, we laid him 
on a Bed. Iſpfead my Cloaths over him, 

mots my Breaſt, and tore my Hair; then 
wiping the Blood off his Face, I ealled him 
my Lord, my Huſband, my Emperor. 
In mort, J was diſtracted with Excefs of 
Paflion, But if this Grief was to take on 
34k ; K 6 itſelf 
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itſelf the Name of Pity; Pride, or Affectati- 
on, it would afſurne a falſe Character; for it 
was indeed ſuch a Compoſition of all Three, 
as would render it difficult to determine 
which was predominant. A little Com- 
paſſion for Anthony, and a good deal for 
myſelf, overwhelmed me with Tears of 
Sorrow. My Pride diſappointed, in that 
the Object of my Power lay expiring be- 
fore me, whilſt I almoſt deſpaired of al- 
luring Czfar, excited my Indignation; 
and as I wanted Objects whercon to give 
it Vent, it turned its Edge on my own 
divided Boſom. Then recollecting, that 
the only Refuge left me to die with the 
leaſt Shadow of Honour, was impoſing 
on the World my violent and faithful 
Love for Anthony, in order to ſet forth 
that Love, Aſſectation diſplayed, all its 
Extravagance, and forced me to put on 
a thouſand theatrical Poſtures, which 
Reality and Truth would ſcorn to appear 
in. The dying 4ubony, inſtead of com · 
plaining, or endeavouring to aggravate 
my Grief, did all he could to comfort and 
ſupport me. He ſuppreſſed his Sighs; ap- 
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in ee of his paſt . 
He adviſed me to take care of myſelf; and 
amongſt Ce/ar's Friends to apply chiefly 
to. Praculeius. When he had uttered theſe 
Words, vhilſt his Eyes were yet fixed on 
mine; andin the convulſive Pangs of Death, 
graſping my Hand, and giving up the 
Ghoſt, Proculeius arrived from Cæſar. He 
had heard that Anthony was dead, and ſent 
this Proculeius to give tis Hopes of every 
thing; from a young Hero, whoſe Heart 
was not _ incapable of being moved by a 
Lady's Charms. He was fearful of loſing 
an immence Treaſure, and likewiſe thought 
I ſhould be no ſmall Addition to the Or- 
nament and Glory of his Triumph. My 
only Demand was, that my Kingdom 
— 4 be diſpoſed of to my Children. Pro- 
culeius adviſed, me to reſume my Cc 
and wholly to confide in Caſar. 
this, Gallus was diſpatched to 7 et with 
me a ſecond Time; with whom I held a 
Converſation through a ſmall Aperture 
- is 
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in the Monument. He © contrived to 
lengthen out the Conference as much as he 
could; and in the mean while Procullius, by 
the Aid of a Scaling Ladder, entered in at 
that Windo, through which ve had taken 
up Anthony.” Oe of my Women inſtantly 
ny our, Oh! wretched Cleopatra, thou 
& art undone.” On hearing this, „Tattempt- 
ed to ſtab myſelf with a Dagger which hung 
always at my Girdle; but Proculeius was 
quick enough to prevent me: and ſeizing 
both my Hands, forced from me the 
Dagger, and examined my Robe, for fear 
any Poiſon” ſhould be concealed in it. 
After which Cæſar ſent Epanbroditus, one 
of his Servants, with Orders to treat me 
with all imaginable Gentlenets and Cn vili- 
ty; but to take particular Care that Iſhotuld

This Permiſſion clearly 
diſcovered that my Wealth was no longer 


my own, but was to be employed accord- 
ing to Caen Pleaſure and Direction. 


I ſpared no Coſt on the Occaſi ion, * 
performed his Obſequies with all the 
Splendor and Magn ificence I could . 
was 7 

Soon after this, Ceſar himſelf youch- 
ſafed to make me a Viſit; which I looked 
on as the critical Minute wherein I was 
either again to re-aſſume my former Glory, 
or to be loſt and ſunk for ever. 1 adorn- 
ed my Chamber with various Pictures of 
Julius Ceſar ; but as for myſelf, I had 
on only a thin Mourning Robe, which I 
thought would” ſer off the Whiteneſs of 
my Skin; and 1 lay on a Couch, as one 
deſtitute and forlorn. At Cæſars Entrance 
I aroſe, and flung myſelf at his Feet, in- 
wardly praying that I might ſueceed now 
as when firſt I ſaw Mart Anthony. I 
called Ceſar, my Lord and Maſter. - My 
«of Hair 


- 
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Hair was diſhevelled, my Eyes bathed in 
Tears, my Air languiſhing, and my Voice 
uembling; which moved Cæſar's Com- 
paſſion to raiſe and lead me back to my 
Couch. I artfully began the Diſcourſe 
8 Ceſar, and ſaid, It is to your 
« great Father, Sir, I owe the Name of 
4 Queen; From his Hands I received the 
8 Crown: Our Love was reciprocal : 
« If you deſire Proofs, here are his Let- 
ters; pleaſe to read them at your Lei- 
« fare,” Sometimes I loked paſſionately 
at the Picture of Julius; ſometimes on his 
adoptive Son. I loſt you too ſoon, ſaid 
« I (looking at the Picture of the DiQa- 
« tor). O my Sreat Protector!“ Then 
turning, my Eyes tenderly on OZavins, I 
cried out, No! I have found you again 
* in another Hero, the ſame as yourſelf; 
* and Fate has now reſtored you to me, as 
« great and as lovely as ever.” In ſhort, I 
bent all the Artillery of Artifice and Diſ- 
ſimulation againſt Caſar s Breaſt. He look · 
ed with down - caſt Eyes; and as ſoon as 
1 imagined I perceived the leaft glimmer- 


ing Hope of his being ſtaggered, I began 
5 to 


o . 
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to e xcuſe my Conduct, from Neceſſity, 
and the Fear of Antbom. But Cæſar in- 
terrupting me in my Juſtification, I had 
Recourſe to Prayers and Tears to move 
his Compaſſion; and at the ſame time put 
into his Hands a Liſt of all my Treaſure. 
One of my Treaſurers accuſed me of ſup- 
preſſing many Things of Value, and re- 
_ proached me for my Inſincerity. I, who 
had been ſo long accuſtomed to be adored 
by all around me, could not but reſent 
this Uſage; which threw me into ſo vio- 
lenta Paſſion, that I fled from my Couch, 
caught this impertinent Secretary by the 
Hair, and ſtruck him ſeveral Blows 
the Face. Cæſar could not help ſmiſing 
at this { udden Tranſport, and dar 
to pacify me. Is not it very hard, 
mighty Cz/ar, ſaid I, when you do me 
* the Honour of a Viſit, in this my 
ce wretched Condition, that I ſhould. hg 
« affronted by my own Servant? Ilha 
<6 laid by any Women's Toys, th 
« were de ſigned as Ornaments for one of 
* my miſerable Fortune; but chat! might

| Ceſar was pleaſed to hear me talk in 
this, Strain; being now perſuaded chat T 
was deſirous to live. He therefore affured 
me, that whatever I had by me I might diſ- 
poſe of at my Diſcretion; and that his 
Uſage of me ſhould be honourable beyond 
my Expectation. He then departed, well 
refed he had oyer-reached mez but he 
was himſelf deceived; for my Friend Do- 
labella again privately found Means of 
giving me Notice, that Ceſar was about 
return into Hria, and that I and my 
*hildren \ were to be ſent before. The 
Horror of being led in Triuinpb, pointed | 
and ſcorned by the Romans in general, 
and in particular, of being inſulted by 
Livia (which I was aſſured would be my 
Fate), tempted me to ſeek Death as my 
only Refuge ; 5 as I now deſpaired of 
alluring Cæſar, I reſolved, in Appearance 
at leaſt, to die for Anthony. , I therefore re · 
queſted re that he would be pleaſed to 
permit 
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permit me to make my laſt Oblation to 
his departed Brother in the Empire; which 
being granted, I was carried to the Place 
where Anthony was buried; and upon my 
Knees, accompanied by my Women, I 
embraced his Tomb, with Tears in my 
Eyes, and made over the deceaſed Ant 
ſo loud a Lamentation, as to a right Judg- 
ment would have plainly ſhewn, that true 
| Grief for his Loſs did not produce ſuch 
flowing Eloquence; and that all mx 
Mourning was the Reſult of Affectation. 
In reality, I mourned for myſelf; but had 
Cze/ar'been amorous enough to have been 
enſnared by my Charms, Anthony's Fate 
might have remained for ever unlamented

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| Having Eniſhed cheſs Tamedens unt 1 
adorned the Monument with Garlands; and 
. kiſſing it, ordered my Bath to be prepared. 
After which Tat-down to Supper, and feaſt- 
ed ſumptuouſſy. A Country Fellow, de- 
ceiving my Guards under the Pretence of 
bringing me ſome Figs, gained Admits 
| lance, and brought me an Aſp. I wrote a 
Letter 
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Letter to Cæſar, moſt earneſtly entreating 
that I might be buried in the ſame Tomb 
with Autbam; for I imagined this would 
Preſerve the Appearance of my dying for 
Love of him. I then invited the wel-

0 But now, at the Approach of my laſt 
Hours, I could not help reflecting on my 
paſt Life 3 and found, upon the whole, 
that the Indulgence of my Ambition, and 
the cultivating in myſelf the Spirit of Pride 
1 fag bad produced far more Mi- 
fery'than Happineſs, How indeed can it 
de otherwiſe? hen inſtead of reſtraining, 
we give a looſe to Paſſions, which, like 
a Dropſy, increaſe by Indulgence, are too 
greedy to be {atisfied, prey on our Hearts, 
and raiſe in us a Perplexity more painful 
than any Misfortune that can attend or 
befal us. To be for ever purſuing what 
we can never attain (which is conſtantly 
the Caſe of Perſons given up to their un- 
governable Paſſions), is the State of all 
others moſt miſerable, 
When 
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When in Anthony's Triumph over the 
King of Armenia, I was placed on a Throne, 
and the Proceſſion ended at my Feet, in- 
ſtead of at thoſe of the Statue of Jupiter, 
even whilſt I was ſo much the Object of 
the public Envy, I was more mortified at 
obſerving that the Priſoners, who opened 
their Eyes, ſaw I was not a real Goddeſs, 
and would not pay me Divine Honours, 
than T was pleaſed with the moſt extrava- 
gant Honours paid me by the deluded and 
enamoured Triumvir. For when my 
Mind was tortured by Exceſs 'of Paſſion, 
and all within was Tempeſt and Confulion, 
what Tranquility or Hap pineſs could T 
poltibly enjoy? Bot it was now too Tate 
to change this diſmal Situation; and my 
laſt Minutes rolled on in the ſame Tumult, 
which had run through all the Hours of 
my Life preceding Anihony's Death. Cz- 
ſar's Power, the Triumph of Livie and 
Octavia, with my own approaching Fate, 
crouded my Mind with ſuch various and 
bitter Reflections, as almoſt hurried me 
to Diſtraction; and at laſt, had I not had 
Art enough to impoſe on myſelf, as I had 
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on others, and fanſied that I deſpiſed Life, 
becauſe I fixed my Thoughts on other Ob- 
Jjects, Death would have appeared to me in 
its moſt frightful Terrors. But I was ſome- 
what flattered, in preſuming I ſhould at- 
tain Glory by dying with Anthony, and 
by robbing Livia and Odlavia (the one my 
Rival with Anthony the other, in the 
Uniyerſe) of their Exultation over me; 
and that, as. I could neither allure nor 
conquer, vet that I ſhould deceive the 
great and powerful Ce/ar.. Thus I breath- 
ed my laſt, ſadly impoſing on myſelf, and 
fella wretched Sacrifice to that Treachery 
and Ambition, wherein I had ſo long 
placed my chief Delight; and of the fatal 
Conſequences of Which I ſhall be, to all 
future Ages, a renn and ee 
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WHEN Gere had Bums 
her Story as before recited, 
ſhe retired, like Dido, with 
N a gloomy Countenance ; and 
gave Place to the more pleaſing Shade of

my Pleaſures with others, was the only

Conduct which could promiſe me Happi- 
nelſs.; and by Rules like theſe was all my 
future Life governed. My chief Care 
was to keep my Mind compoſed and un- 
diſturbed; that in every Accident which 
befel me, 1 might have Power to exert 


wy Reaſon, and give my Judgment its 
due Scope. 


As I was very handſome, and Siſter 
to the adopted Son of Julius Ceſar, 1 
dreaded from my Youth that I ſhould be 
ſacrificed to political Views, and be dif- 
poſed of in the ſolemn Tie of Matrimony 
to ſome. Man, whoſe Ambition alone 
would lead him to take me as a Pledge 
of Friendſhip from the great Cæſar. My 
predominant Paſſion was Love; and the 
higheſt Notion I could form of Happineſs, 
was a private Life, with a Huſband who 
was agreeable to my Inclinations, and 
capable of a reciprocal Affection. But 
this Opinion which I had formed of Hap- 


pineſs with ſuch a Huſband, rendered me | /w»#' 
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the more cautious of giving way to 5 
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Object mould make ſuch anIndulgencerea- 
ſonable. I conſidered with myſelf, that my 
Sentiments of a married State would not ſuf- 
fer me to lead a Life of Deceit or Hypoctiſy; 
and therefore, if married at all, it was re- 
Auiſſte for my Peace of Mind, that I ſhould 
be united to a Man who was the Object of 
my Inclinations, and whoſe Diſpoſition 
would make an artful Behaviour on my 
Part totally needleſs to obtain good Uſage, 
or to ſecure his Eſteem. I had formed 
and repreſented to myſelf the Character 
which would pleaſe me beſt; and reſolved 
that (unleſs Conſiderations of State obliged 
me to be a Sacrifice) I would live ſingle, 
if I found it impoſſible to meet with the 
Counterpart of the Picture which .dwek 


in my Imagination. 


But whilſt I was thus amuſed with my 
on Fancies, before the civil War broke 
out between Ceſar and Pompey, I had like 
to have e eee 
to cement a Peace, and ſtrengthen the 

Friendſhip of thoſe two great Men. This 


Joes have ſubmitted to, had my Uncle 
Julius 
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that, in order to prevent the Spilling of 
much Roman Blood, it was neceſſary to 
make me a Sacrifice. Nor ſhould - I in 
the ſubmitting to it (whatever inward Un- 
_ eafineſs it had coſt me) have made the leaſt 
Heſitation ; for I thought my private In- 
clinations ought nat to interfere with my 
public Duty; nor would I have ſuffered - 
them to oppoſe my Uncle Julius Ce/ar's 
Commands, in à Caſe where any Com- 
pliance of mine could poſſibly be produc- 
tive either of general Peace, or tend to 
avoid univerſal Confuſion, with all the 
bloody Horrors of an inteſtine War. But 
Pompey could by no means prove any Re- 
ſemblance to the Picture in my Boſom; in 
which were drawn the ſtrongeſt Lines of 
Love, and few or none of Ambition. 
However, by the Turn of Affairs between 
Ceſar and Pompey, leſcaped'this diſagree- 
able Mateh; and my Hopes revived, chat 
I ſhould either be allowed to live unmar- 
ried, or ro ee my beloved 
Picture. 44,3 WY... 
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There was then at Rome a Man of con- 


Jular Dignity, named Marcellus, who was 
greatly in the public Eſteem, and all thoſe 


who knew him were eloquent in his Praiſes, 
His Character pleaſed me much: But 
Fame is ſo often miſtaken in the Motives 
of Mens Actions, that I could not ſuffer 
common Report to fix my Opinion, al- 
though it had Power enough to raiſe in 
me a Curioſity to be farther acquainted 
with the Man, whoſe Underſtanding and 
Goodneſs Fame painted in ſuch - amiable 
Colours. I. took the firſt Opportunity of 
creating an Acquaintance with this Mar- 
rellus; and found, by the moſt narrow In. 
ſpection into his Conduct, that he more 
than anſwered all Lhad heard in his Favour; 
and that the Warmth of my higheſt Im- 
agination could not do him Juſtice. Ia 
ſhort, I both liked, approved, and loved 
Moredlins. dax Jadement and Inclina- 


Wife; and 1 looked an. it as particular 


Omen of my good. Fortune, when I per- 
ceived he was deſtined by my Brother to be 


my Huſband. And now! will deſcribe to

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you the Picture I had, long before I became 
. n my n ae 


| Marcellus was a Perſon of the moſt 
worthy and valuable Accompliſhments. 
He had. an excellent Underſtanding, a 
lively Imaginatign, a penetrating Judg- 
ment, and was ſo acute in the Diſcernment 
of Things, as not to be impoſed upon by 
outward Appearances. He could eaſily 
fee through the Subtleties of Fraud; and 
with the like Readineſs diſtinguiſh, Truth, 
how artfully ſoeyerdiſguiſedor repreſented. 
But what was moſt remarkable in his Cha- 
rafter, was the right Application he made 
of his ſyperior Underſtanding. His Rea - 
ſon. conſtantly exerted itſelf, and kept his 
- Paſtions under, ſuch regular and due Obe- 
&- dience, that he was always Maſter of bim- 
"Wh and . was never. hurried, into thoſe 
ranſpprts or Exceſſes, which diſtract che 
Mind. and diſcompoſe the Tranquility of 
hun Life. His. Faculties were all en- 
gaged on their proper Objects; and the 
uſual mployments of his Time were the 
| Dilcoveries. of Eph, and Diſquiſitions 
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of Philoſophy. But then as to his Amuſe- 
ments, he gave way to his Imagination; 
loved to indulge it; and from the moſt 
trifling Circumſtances could derive Plea- 
ſure and Enjoyment. This was the Cauſe 
that he was agreeably chearful amidſt his 
deepeſt Studies; and could mix ſome kind 
of Inſtruction in the moſt trifling Pleaſan- 
try of his roving Fancy. For although 
he would not ſuffer his Imagination to take 
Place of his Judgment, and could plainly 
diſtinguiſn the Effects of the one from the 
other; yer was he not ſo vainly proud of 
bis Reaſon, as to look upon the Imagina- 
tion beneath the Dignity of Man; nor, in 
the room of that Chearfulnefs which at- 
tends a ſprightly Fancy, to ſubſtitute a 
haughty Surlineſs of Temper, which of 
all things renders a Man moſt Hliſagree- 
able. Such was the Underſtanding of 
Marrellus; and he thought it his Duty to 
enjoy the Advantages Nature had given 
him with a contented and a thankful Mind. 
Nor was the Heart of Marcellus any-ways 
inferior to his Head. He had more Com. 
Paſſion in his Natute, more Tenderneb i = 
| $ 
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his Diſpoſition, than. I ever ſaw in any 
ether Man. And this Compaſſion, this 
Tenderneſs, made him incapable of being, 
guilty of any Action to which the Name 
of Ill- nature could properly be applied. 
No diſdainful Arrogance, or inſolent 
Scorn, had any Place in his gentle Boſom. 
The Diſpoſitions of his Heart were as 
well regulated as the Faculties of his 
Mind. He was neither conceited enouglr 
in hiz own Opinion to be aſhamed of 
Weakneſſes that were not criminal, nor 
would he indulge them to ſa extravagant 
a Height, as to > ſuffer himſelf to be led 
by his Foibles to the leaſt Injuſtice, When 
he acted in a public Capacity, he could. 
ſhed Tears for the Sufferings of thoſe 
whom he would not relieve at the Expence 
of his Integrity. In ſhort, Marcellus ex- 
ceeded my Picture, as much as the Hand 
of Nature excels that of Art; and brought 
to my Remembrance the Story of Pygma- 
lion and his Statue; for he was the Por- 
trait I had drawn, animated: with Life 
and Motion, To finiſtt the whole, his 


Perſon was temarkably agreeable, his 
L 4 Manners. 
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Manners where elegant and refined. Ag 
I have before obſerved, that Love was my 
predominant Paffion, it would be needleſs 
to repeat how much I loved Marcellus. 
My Love was unmixed with Vanity, and 
my Affection free from all Conſiderations 
but the Good and Pleaſure of its Object. 
And this Affection was fo perfectly mu- 
tual, between me and my Huſband, that 
our Thoughts were known to each other, 
before the Tongue could expreſs them. 
Marcellus continually exulted in the Hap- 
pineſs of this Union; and often faid, 
* That although the married Life was 
«. what he choſe, yet there was nothing he 
«fo much dreaded as meeting with a 
4e Wife, with whom he could net follow 
* the natural Bent of his own Inclinations, 
de by indulging her, without filling her 
« with ſuch Affectation as would have 
given him a great deal of Uneaſineſs, 
He muſt then have lived in a perpetual 
„ Reſtraint, or condemned himſelf for 
« feeding that Vanity, which, as it is too 
i enlarged ever to be ſatisfied, muſt by 


« his own Fault have made the Woman 
1 * miſer= 
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miſerable, who was intruſted to his Pro- 
<« tection.” Whereas my Mind, actuated 
by Love only, gloried i in his Tenderneſs, 

as a Proof of his Confidence in my Beha- 
viour, and of his affectionate Regard to 
my Happineſs. Nor was I, in my great 
Care to oblige, and particular Caution of 
offending him, any-ways remiſs, in re- 
turning with Intereſt that Tenderneſs in 
which 1 ſo much delighted. His diſtin- 
; guiſhing Penetration could eaſily pere 
N chat my Delight a his Regard or ME, ar 
entirely from the Strength, of, my Love, 
"and not from the-common Vanity of ima - 
 gining myſelf the Object of Admiration. 

This was the Reaſon I would not (had it 
been in my Power) have driven him, b 

his Affection for me, to have acted be- 
neath his Character, or expoſed bimſelf 
on my Account to Cenſure or Ridicule. 
Inſtead of wiſhing to enlarge my Power. 
I was pleaſed with. thinking x the. Founda- 
tion of my Huſband's Love Was fixed on 
the ſteady Baſis of true Eſteem; as I knew 
that was the only Baſis whereon I could 
kaiſe any folid Hope. of its continuing 
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fitm and unalterable. Marreſus (had be 
been married to a Woman whoſe ruling |

band, whilſt The affected an extravagant 
Paſſicn for him) could not have been fo 
deceived, Nor did his ) udgment, always 
ſubtle in the Search of Truch, ſuffer him 
to run into che other Extreme; and, be- 
cauſe he knew there were many ſuch Wo- 
men in the World as 1 "ri deſcribed, 
deny the Poſſibility of any Woman's ke 
cf a different Character. Neither did he, 
-whilft his Wife was giving him every 
Proof in her Power of true Reſpect, tall 
it AﬀeRation ; and, by blinding himſelf 
withani I ary Notion, indiſcriminately 
- mingle Truth with Falſhood. No! Marcel. 

lus faw my Fidelity, and loved me for it 
and his Love heightened my Affection to 
- a Degree which, I believe, could not be 
| exceeded, 
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exceeded. We lived together with the 
utmoſt Simplicity. Artifice and Cunning; 
were baniſhed our Boſoms; where there 
was nothing we wiſhed to conceal; where 
no lurking Diſguiſes were neceſſary; ſince 
mutual Confidence, Sincerity, and Truth 
were the conſtant and invariable Rules of 
our Conduct. In every Action of our 
Lives we had Reference to each other. 
Whether we ſtaid at home, or went abroad, 
were ſerious or diſpoſed to Mirth, ſtill, 
by our Sympathy and Love, every Trifle 
made a Pleaſure, and every Pleaſure was 
heightened into Joy by our mutual Partici- 
pation of it; our Hearts exulted with that 
Rapture which is built on the ſtrong Foun- 
dation of undiſſembled Love. Every 
Tree and Buſh, every common Object pro- 
duced by Nature, became, by our Ob- 
ſervations, and giving way to our delight- 
ed Imaginations, Matter of the moſt 
agrecable Entertainment, Our common 
Friends (for we had nothing ſeparate) re- 
jeiced in our Company, as they were glad- 
- dened with our Happineſs: For to good 
Minds, Happineſs, like Colour to the 
| L Camelion, 
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Camelion, is chiefly communicated by 
that of others. My Huſband's ſteady 
Underſtanding improved me; his Strength 
of Fancy entertained me; and our mutual 
Love, fixed on, and influenced by, Inte- 
grity of Manners, baniſhed all tumultuous 
Paſſions from our Breaſts, and left us no 
other Thoughts but thoſe of Peace, Tran- 
buility, and Joy. The public Calamity, 
in the Time of the famous Profcription, 
by OFavius Ceſar, Anthony, and Lepidus, 
did indeed interrupt our Compeſure, move 
our Compaſſion, . and fill us with Terror, 
What added greatly to the Horror which. 
poſſeſſed my Mind on that Occafion, was 
the Conſideration that my Brother was one 
of the chief Cauſes of this Scene of Slaugh- 
ter and Deſolation. The Vengeance of 
irritated Enemies, the Jealouſies of fan- 
taſtic Women, the Fear of ſervile Slaves, 
with the Rapaciouſneſs of the Covetous, 
were as ſo many Inſtruments and Miniſ- 
ters to execute the ſavage Orders for the 
Maſſacre of thoſe unhappy Wretches, 
' whoſe Names were found among the Pro- 


fcribed, On the other hand, to prove 
the 
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the Difference of human Kind, in this ge- 
neral Miſery were ſignalized ſome of the 
moſt heroic Acts of Fidelity and Affection. 
Even Slaves, habiting themſelves like 
their Maſters, met Death in their Stead: 
Sons, unaccuſtomed to diſobey their Fa- 
thers, now, for the. firſt. Time, dif puted 
their Wills, and were. reſolute to die the 
firſt; Women in Numbers fled, bearing 
their Huſbands, as #neas did his Father. 
Anchiſes, on their Shoulders; with whom 
they ſecreted themſelves in diſtant Caverns. 
Such Inſtances of Fidelity and. Love were 
now our only Comfort, as from them alone 
we could imagine we were not placed 
amongſt a Set of Animals fiercer or more 
cruel than Wolves and Tigers. All the 
Power I had, I exerted. to ſoften my Bro- 
ther's Rigour. I refuſed my Protection 
to none, who could find a Method of fly- 
ing to me for Refuge; and. I was only 
grie ved that my weak Efforts were. made 
in vain to ſtop that Effuſion of Roman 
Blood, which daily preſented ſuch dread- 
ful Spectacles to our View. As foon as 
this horrid Proſcription was at an End, 
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and my Brother Oavius Ceſar, with An. 
om, and Lepidus, were in quite Poſſeſ- 
fion of the Roman Empire, I would, if 
permitted to follow my own Inclinations, 
Have retired from Rome, and with my be- 
loved Huſband have enjoyed that Satisfac- 
tion and Tranquility, in which we both 
fo much delighted: But my Brother, who 
was always beſt pleaſed when we were with 
him, engaged us to remain in the Metro- 
polis. My Station unavoidably threw me 
into the Converſation of Women of the 
firſt Quality and Diſtinction; but I ac- 
counted every Moment ſpent in their 
Company as ſo much Loſs of Time. Their 
Infidelity to their Huſbands, and the gene- 
ral Profligacy of their Manners, raiſed in 
me the utmoſt Abhorrence of their Con- 
duct. I often reflected with Aſtoniſhment 
on even the Poſſibility that my Youth 


might have been betrayed into this univer- 

ſal Corruption, had not the Virtue and 
Underſtanding of Marcellus directed my: 
Steps, ſecured my Peace, and inſpired me 
with the moſt ſteady and ardent A ffeftion. 
But fo precarious and uncertain is all hu- 
- man 
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man Happineſs, chat this State of Security 
and Pleaſure could nor laſt. For the great- 
eſt Loſs which could then befal me, and 
hat wherein all other Conſiderations were 
entirely ſwallowed, now overwhelmed my 
Soul, Wager, and almoſt overcame, the 
moſt vigorous Efforts of my ſtrongeſt Re- 
ſolutions. Marcellus, my faithful Friend, 
my fond Lover, and my indulgent Huſ- 
band, was ſeized with a malignant Fever, | 
and · in the ſhort Space of Two Days his 
Phyſicians declared there were no Hopes 

of his Recovery. He kept his Senſes to to 
the laſt, and in his expiring Moments ac- 
knowledged my Faithfulneſs and Truth; 
but begged me, as ſoon as poſſible to calm 
my Mind, and to conſider, that the only 
remaining Proof I could give of my Love 
towards him, was to ſtruggle with the 
Grief he was ſenſible muſt at firſt pierce 
my Heart; and to turn all my Tenderneſs 
. his Offspring; the dear little Pledges 
of our conſtant aon. “So far am I,” 
continued that great and good Man, . from 
« ſelfiſhly deſiring the Remembrance of 
me ſhould be the Occaſion of your Sor- 


row,

% row, chat nothing could now be ſo 
* a Comfort to my Thoughts, as che 
having any Hopes you might ever enjoy 
<« with another Huſband, that Happineſs 
* which I have made it the Study and 
« Pleaſure of my Life vou ſhould partake 
« with me. Perhaps Four Station may 
« demand your Hand as a Sacrifice to the 
e public Peace. If ſo, your own Good- 

% neſs, my Oftavia, will direct you, how 
« to act; and I am ſatisfied my Advice 
would be Unneceſſary and uſeleſs... But 
ec turn from me the tender Softneſs of your 
Eyes; and remember it is my dying 
« Requeſt, that you endeavour, with all 
your Strength, to ſurmount your At- 
« fiction for my Loſs.“ In Words like 
theſe, which in broken Accents' forced 
their Way from his trembling Lips, my 
dear Marcellus breathed his laſt, and left 
me in Appearance dead as himſelf, My 
"Grief, which was too inten ſe fot Utterance, 
too deep to vent icſelf in Words, flew to 
my labouring Heart, and, for'the preſent, 
deprived me of Life and Motion. My 
| Atrendants took me from this diſmal 
; | Scene, 
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Scene, and bore me to an Apartment fat 
diſtant from my deceaſed Huſband. There 
I lay ſome Hours, as in a Trance; but 
yet my Imagination buſied itſelf in con- 
fuſed and wretched Ideas. Buſy Recollec+ 
tion fluſhed on my too faithful Memory all 
the paſt Scenes of Tenderneſs I had enjoyed 
with my departed Marcellus; and forced 
Tears from my Eyes, till they could flow no 
longer; and the direful Thought that he was 
dead, and I ſhould never behold him again, 
tortured my Soul. His uncommon Gene- 
roſity, in ſo. earneſtly wiſhing my Happt 
neſs, when he himfelf ſhould be no more 
capable of ſharing it, raiſed my Admire 
tion, and increaſed my Grief. 05 


In this Agony of Sorrow 1 formed no 
Reſolutions of not marrying again. My 
Soul was ſo entirely fixed on my irrepa- 
rable Loſs, that there was no Room for 
even the Thoughts of a Second Huſband 
to find a Place in my diſtracted Mind. 
But when, by the Abundance of my Tears, 
and the long Roving of my bewildered 
Imagination, my Grief. was a. little ex- 
. hauſteds 
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nauſted, and conſequently began to ſubſide; 
I reflected, that it was the laſt Command 
of Murcallus, that I ſhould ſtruggle to 
ſurmount my Affliction, in order to de- 
monſtrate my Love of him, by my tender 
Care of our Offspring. This excited my 
Attention; and I cried out, Shall then 
* the laſt, the dying Command of my be- 
* loved Huſband be the only one in which 
J ever diſobeyed him? Is there any the 
*+* moſt trying Proof of Regard I would not 
grant him? Shall Ofauia give a Looſe 
* to Sorrows (which, as they are the pre- 
** ſent Bent of her Nature, would be her 
« oreateſt Indulgence) till they ſink her 

* to the Grave? And ſhall ſhe want 
Courage to live, in order to preſerve all 
44 the dear Remains of Marcellus from 
«© being toſſed, helpleſs and forlorn, on 
this mercileſs and unrelenting World?“ 


This Conſideration had Force enough to 
enable me'to exert my utmoſt Strength to 
prevent my Grief from preying too deeply 
on my Heart. However, I could not 
conquer my Sorrow ſo abſolutely, but that 
for "Days and Weeks it would be my 

wretched 
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wretched Companion; although by my out- 
ward Behaviour, and often by my chearful 
Countenance; a Fortitude was aſcribed to 
me, that did me the Credit of a truly Ro- 
man Matron; when at the very time my 
real Trouble was ſo great, that had 1 not 
exerted all my Heroiſm, and ſupported 
myſelf by remembering the laſt Injunctions 
of my beloved Marcellus, it muſt ſoon have 
terminated in my Death; whereas thoſe 
Sorrows with which we are but ſlightly 
affekted, may break forth, and be again 
reſtrained, at our own Will or Pleaſure, 
and according to the outward RED 
we think moſt proper to make. | 
By my Brothers Conſent, 1 retire gd 
Nome; intending in this Retirement to 
paſs the Refidue of my Days, employed 
in the careful Education of thoſe dear In- 
fants, for whoſe Good alone Life was any 
longer the Object of my Wiſhes. But, 
alas! this was not allowed me. I was def- 
tined to appear again on the public Stage; 
and che Part allotted me was both diffi- 
2 Painful for me to perform. A 


civil 
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eivil War was already broke forth between 
Ceſar and Anthony. But Fulvia, Anthony's 
Wife, who, to force her Huſband from 
Cleopatra, had been the chief Promoter of 
this War, being now dead, the common 
Friends of the two Triumvirs propoſed 
the giving me to Anthony, as a Pledge of 
Peace, and a Means of future Union be- 
tween them. When Cæſar ſent me this 
Propoſal, I was ſhocked much more than if 
he had decreed my Death as the Means of 
the Public Good. A retiredand ſolitary Life 
with my Children was all the Comfort my ir- 
reparable Loſs had left me. The Name of 
Wife, once ſs much my Glory, and my 
Joy, was now to become my Miſery; and 
inſtead of Marcellus, L was to call Mark 
Anthony by the once loved Name of Huf- 
band. I could form no Conception how 
it was poſſible for me to live with him; 
as he had been the Dupe both of Fulvia 
and Cleopatra. Fulvia, whilſt Anthony was 
Mlaſter at Rome, after the Death of Julius 
Ceſar, had made all Things venal, and 
in her own Apartment, ſold Governments, 
Provinces, and ee the beſt Pur- 
| chaſer. 6 | 
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chaſer. She was not aſhamed, Sword in 
hand, to head the Senators of her Party; 
to harangue, and give Orders to the Sol- 
diers; and mix in Council with the Gene- 
rals. During the dreadful Proſcription 
before - mentioned, ſhe herſelf, from pri- 
vate Pique, and implacable Revenge, 
commanded the Maſſacre of ſeveral Men 
whom the Triumvirs had ſpared. Even 
beyond the Grave did her Revenge pur- 
ſue her Enemies. For when the Head of 
Cicero was brought her, taunting, ſpitting 
on, and inſulting it, ſhe pierced his 
Tongue ſeveral Times through with a 
Bodkin, and lamented his being dead, 
only as it was out of the Power of her 
Malice to murder him over again. And 
as to Cleopatra, ſhe ſcrupled no Murder, 
Treachery or Artifice, to gratify her Am- 
bition, and indulge her extravagant Hu- 
mour. What Hopes then could J enter- 
Hin, but that the Man, who had been Slave 
to Two ſuch Women, would deſpiſe and 
ſcorn a Wife of a quite different Character? 
What Reaſon had I to believe but that he 


would call Meekneſs, Meanneſs of Spirit? 
4 and 
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and think a Diſpoſition inclined to forgive, 
was only owing to a Want of Reſolu- 
tion, and a wavering unſteady Temper? 
Fulvis and Cleopatra had ruled him by 
Stratagem and double Deſigns: I had 
never an Intention in any one Action of 
my Life beyond what I openly avowed to 
my Friends. I had from my Infancy con- 
tracted the utmoſt Abhorrence of any the 
leaſt Fraud; and I could not help ſuſpect- 
ing that the Man who had fo long been uſed 
to miſtake Artifice for Opennneſs of Heart, 
would, by the ſame Rule, miſinterpret 
Simplieity and Honeſty for Perfidy and 
Cunning, But notwithſtanding all my 
Fears, and the Reluctance I had: of being 
again a Wife, after 1 had loſt. Marcellus; 
yet the Neceſſity I ſaw of my being made a 
Sacrifice to prevent the Effuſion of Blood, 
which, muſt be the certain Reſult of an 
inteſtine War, inſpired me with, a Reſo- 
1ution to overcome every Apprebepſion, 
in order to oblige my Brother, by giving 
my Hand to Anthony (1 confeſs, without 
my Heart). A Step that no Conſideration 
| dh. World could lord, ſhould have 12 
l duct 
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duced me to take, had I been born in pri- 
vate Life, and had not my relentleſs Fate 
obliged me ſo to do. We went together 
to Rome, to celebrate our Nuptials. We 
entered in Triumph, amidſt the Acclama- 
tions of the People; who being harraſſed . 
and tired out with ſo many civil Wars, re- 
joiced in this Reconeiliation between Ce- 
far and Anthony. That I was the Cauſe 
of this general Joy, and the Pledge of this 
Peace*or Harmony, gave me-alſo a Share 
in the Pleaſure with which it inſpired 
others; and, in a great meaſure, mitigated 
the Reluctance I had to this Marriage. 
As ſoon as I was married, I reſolved to 
be as cautious in all my Deportment to 
make Anthony a good Wife, as if he had 
been the Object of my Choice. I was even 
more watchful over my Behaviour than I 
was before; as fearing the Want of that 
Affection which I juſtly indulged for Mar. 
{£ellus, might induce me to be careleſs of 
my Conduct to a Huſband for wht 1 
had not, nor could have, the ſame Ten- 
Aerneſs: and rn, to 

r 
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ſupply the Place of Inclination. We lived 
ſome time at Rome; but as I ſaw there yet 


remained great Jealouſies in the Hearts of 


my Brother and my Huſband, Iwas much 
rejoĩced, when the latter, taking me with 
him, left Rome, and went to Athens. I 
flattered myſelf that Diſtance from each 
other was the moſt likely Means of pre- 
ſerving Peace between them. The Ahe- 
mans omitted nothing in their Power to 
render my Stay with them agreeable to us 


Though at Intervals he fell into the 


| licentious Pleaſures he had been accuſtom- 


ed to indulge himſelf in whilſt he lived 


with Cleopatra, yet did he now mix theſe 
Pleaſureswithſo much Attention to Learn- 


ing, and ſuch a Delight in the Canverſa- 
tion of honeſt and ingenious Men, that 
I began to imagine Time would bring him 
to ſee the Folly of Hs profligate Manners; 
and as he had an extenſive Underſtanding, 
and was good-natured, that he would be 
reclaimed from Vice, and act the Part 
moſt worthy of him. 


Whether 
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Whether it was that I was anew Object, 
or that the preſent Obje&t always made 
the ſtrongeſt Impreſſion on the Senſes of 
Anthony, I could not determine; but he 
ſeemed now to have forgot Cleopatra, and 
to have fixed his Love-on- me alone. My 
Averſion to this Match did not ariſe from 
any Diſlike to Anthony's Perſon (for that 
was very agreeable), but from a general 
Diflike to being married again, and from 
ſome Objections to Authomꝰ s. Character. 
However, now his kind Endeavours to 
oblige me, and his indulgent” Behaviour, 
excited my Gratitude ; which, added to 
the Duty I was ſenſible I owed'him as my 
Huſband, - created in me anvardent and 
true Affection. But, alas) he was gone 
too far. Cuſtom had too much blinded 
his Eyes, for him ever to be long atten- 
tive to Truth; and from the Time my 
Affection was joined o my Duty, I be- 
gan to loſe Ground with him, and Ob- 
ferved his Love to decreaſe.” Fon Anthony, 
notwithſtanding all the Affectatiom ef lan 
extravagant Paſſion, which his Wife and 
Miſtreſs had deceived him with} was ver

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a Stranger to the living with a Woman 
whoſe Heart was open, and whoſe Love 
was diſintereſted and ſincere. So much a 
Stranger was he to the very Marks of 
an unfeigned Paſſion, that not ſeeing thoſe 
Storms of Rage he had been accuſtomed 
to withithoſe to whom he had been the 
greateſt Dupe, he could not fancy that 
Affection real, which wanted ſuch Marks. 
He miſrepreſented to himſelf all my Acti- 
ons, and / dilingenuouſly interpreted all 
my Words. My never giving him an 
Hint about Cleopatra (for I was afraid to 
offend, and hated the very Thoughts of 
upbraiding him) he look edon as a Sign of 
Indifference. He had been uſed to fo 
many Reproaches, that he knew not what 
to think of a Woman, whoſe conſtant En- 
deavour it was to keep up in his Mind 
-agrecable Images, and to baniſh thence 
every Reflection which could ſhock or diſ- 
pleaſe, him. As he was very paſſionate, if 
— thoſe Men whom I knew to be his real 
Friends had inadvertently done any thing 
to provoke his Anger, I always endea- 


ee to conceal it; both as I was very 
unwill- 
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unwilling he ſhould raſhly diſoblige his 
Friends, and alſo becauſe it deeply affect - 
ed me to ſee him in thoſe Agonies, which 
are uſually cauſed by violent Paſſion. But 
if this was ever afterwards diſcovered, he 
looked on my attempting to conceal it as 
an Inſtance of Diſſimulation. Whilſt I 
was labouring to preſerve his Friends, he 
thought me capable of ſiding with his Ene- 
mies. If any Scheme ſuggeſted itſelf to 
me, which I imagined for his Advantage, | 
I immediately appriſed him of it, without 
any Precaution; but this I found put him 
out of Humour, tho? I was then ignorant 
of the Reaſon of it. It ſeems Cleopatra 
had always brought about her own Pur- 
poſes, by an artful Manner of making 
him believe her Projects were originally 
his own. It entered not into my Head, 
that a Man of Anthony's Underſtanding 
could live with a Woman as a Rival, and 
be angry with her, becauſe her whole 
Mind, employed on him, and in his Ser- 
vice, ſometimes propoſed a Scheme for his 
Emolument, which had not happened 
firſt to come from himſelf. I had been 

M 2 uled 
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uſed to live with Martell n ſo free and 
undiſguiſed a Manner, that I had no Idea 
of concealing in my Boſom any lurking 
Suſpicions, which I ſhould: be aſhamed of 
avowing to the World and as I had never 
once dreamed of any Superiority over my 
Huſband, his ſuppoſing my barbouring 
ſuch a Thought, was beyond my Compre. 
henſion. But yet, unfortunately for me, 
 Thadalways:the Reputation of having an 
Underſtanding uncommon for a Woman: 
And this Reputation made Anthony: ima- 
gine that I valued myſelf on it, and pre- 
ſumed to be his Equal. Though far diſtant 
from me was any ſuch Fancy, yet was he ſo 
ſatisfied of its Truth, that he ſometimes, 
for a Week together, would treat me with 
2 Surlineſs not at all like his natural Diſ- 
poſition 3 and the common Subject of his 
Diſcourſe was, the Contempt he had for 
all Women of Senſe. This would he ac- 
company with ſuch Looks, and ſpeak in 
ſuch a Voice, as plainly proved his Satire 
was levelled at OZavia, The Obſervation, 
that Satire does not hurt except the Cap 
fits us, may n. be true in our Com- 
Mmerce 
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merce with Strangers; but where Affec- 
tion is concerned; there is nothing more 
falſe. It is the Unkindneſs of the Perſon 
which levels the Satire at us, and not the 
Satire itſelf, that pierces the Soul. What 
then was it to me to live with the Ma 
loved, who was daily inventing new Ways, 

and various Expreſſions, to give me Tor- 
ment? Small was the Relief which aroſe 
from the Conſideration of my not deſerv- 
ing his Satife. For though his Words 
could not, yet the Unkindneſs of the 
Speaker wounded me to the Heart; and 
ſo unpardonable was this Fault of having 
an Underſtanding, that it made Anthony 
incapable of pitying my Infirmities, or 
commiſerating my Sufferings. Alas! how 
' melancholy was the Reflection that it was 
neceſſary for my Huſband to entertain a 
Contempt for me, before it could be in 
my Power to raiſe his Compaſſion! I 
could not help fearing that Compaſſion, ſo 
raiſed, took its Riſe from ſome other 
Motive than mere Good- nature. To con- 
quer Love, whilſt we live with the Per- 
ſon we have long thought the Object of 
; ISIS 7 M 3 it, 
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it, is probably as difficult a Taſk as can be 

allotted the human Mind: But when that 
Object is a Huſband who claims our Du- 
ty, and has a Right to our Obedience, 
what is it but to tear away our Inclinations 
from the Object to whoſe Will and Plea- 
' ſure we are obliged to ſubmit? A Situa- 
tion too dreadful to be deſcribed! 


So little did I value myſelf on my Un- 

derſtanding, that I would willingly have 
parted with it, to have gained my Huſ- 
band's Love. I ſaw the Cauſe of my 
 Wretchedneſs, and at the ſame time was 
_ conſcious how impoſſible it was to correct 
my Fault; for, when once Anthony was 
convinced in himſelf that I imagined his 
Underſtanding was inferior to mine, all 
my Compliance with, his Will, and Sub- 
_ miſſion to his Judgment, appeared to 
him as ſo many Artifices to recommend 
my own. He ſuppoſed 1 ſubmitted, as 
People ſometimes do to Children, for the 
Sake of -preſent Quiet, and not from a 
Conviction of his Superiority. However, 
Autbom's Diſpoſition was ſuch, that at 
7 Intervals 
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Intervals, this Whim being out of his 
Mind, his Love would revive, and then he 
was very willing to confeſs himſelf in the 
Wrong; and as ſoon as he took this Turn, 

he was uneaſy till he was reconciled. The 
Moment I faw him uneaſy, my own. Eager- 
neſs to remove any the leaſt Pain I but 
fancied he felt, - incited me to be before- 
hand with him, and to exert the utmoſt 
in my Power to accompliſh a Reconcilia- 
tion. Thus whenever he uſed me ill, 1 
had the Vexation of ſupporting that Treat- 
ment, whilſt I alſo ſhared any Anxiety it 
might create my Huſband afterwards. But 
this made him careleſs how often he quar- 
relled with, or, to ſpeak more properly, 
how often he abuſed me; for that could 
not well be called a Quarrel, wherein 1 
ated no Part, unleſs of Suffering. He 
would often give ſuch an ill-natured Con- 
ſtruction to my Satisfaction at ſeeing him 
in good Temper again, as perfectly aſto- 
niſhed me; for he inſiſted on its being a 
Proof how much better and more obliging

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would? not permit me to behold him a 
Moment in any Uneaſineſs, which it was 
in my Power to remove; and as the re- 
moving even the leaſt Appearance of it 
was my chief Point in View, I never 
heſitated an Inſtant how I ſhould behave 
on ſueh Occaſions. This Conduct eraſed 
from the Mind of Anthony all Fear in his 
Converſe with me; and I was very ſenſible 
that an artful Woman (who in all Diſputes 
had no Conſideration for what he felt, but 
whoemployed her Thoughts in endeavour- 
ing to work ſome ſecret Purpoſe of her 
own, from the Haſtineſs of his Temper, 
and therefore, under the Pretence of paſ- 
ſionate Grief for his ill Treatment of her, 
kept up the Diſpute, and was reconciled 
juft as ſhe chought proper, to make him 
cautious in his future Behaviour to her) 
would have led Anthony to make another 
Diſcovery; namely, how neceſſary it is 
for a Man's own Happineſs, to uſe the 
Woman with whom he lives, with Lenity 
and Good - nature. There is in every 
Mind ſome Degree of the Paſſion of Fear. 


Misfortunes I cond PIPE: and -Death 
I cauld 
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J could have met with more Reſolution 
than the Frowns and Ill humour of the 
Man I loved. To avoid this dreaded: 
Evil was the chief Study of my Life; but 
1 deſtroyed my own Purpoſe, and ſuffering, 
my Apprehenſion of Aythony's Diſpleaſurt 
to act too ſtrongly, I overcame his Featsz; 
and therefore when he was in an Ill-hu- 
mour, he looked on me as the fitteſt Ob- 
ject to vent it upon. When I was firſt 
margied to Autbom, my Submiſſion to him 
aroſe from Duty; but when I loved him 
J watched his very Looks, in order to ex- 
ecute his Commands even before he ſpoke 
them. Then by degrees I loſt him; and 
whar moſt ſurpriſed me, were his repeated 
Fea thitaints that I did not obey him. I 
examined myſelf continually; and ſtill 
incteaſed my Care, that he ſnould have 
no Cauſe for theſe Complaints. But, Fool 
that I was!j by this Management, _ 
of curings! 1 augmented the Evil.

I had been actuſtomed to live with 
Marcellus, who: loved me for my honeſt 
ame ene and where Art was required 
50 M5 10 
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to preſerve a Man's Affections, it was 
. impoſſible but I muſt loſe them. I was 
young, and very handſome; yet, notwith- 
ſtanding all Anthony's Admiration of 
Beauty, even that had not Force enough 
to prevent his making uſe of Artifices, 
which cannot be practiſed by thoſe who 
feel a true Love; for at once to be ; actu- 
ated by the violent Turns of Paſſion, and 
coolly to follow the Dictates of a flow and 
lingering Burning, is beyond our Power. 
When we had lived at 4thens this unhappy 
Life (for ſo it was to me) Five Years, an- 
other Scene opened to my View. The 
Jealouſies between Anthony and Ceſar, 
which were only ſmothered, and not ex- 
tinguiſhed, by my being made thactica') 
fice to Peace, were always ready to re- 
kindle; and my Huſband, provoked at 
ſome Reports he heard of Cæſar, ſet Sail 
with a great Fleet for ah. He failed to 
the Port of Brunduſium; but being there 
refuſed Harbour, he made for 7. arentum. 
Here I prevailed with him to fend me to 
my Brother, in hopes I might obtain a 
Peace. I met Cæſar in the Way, accom- 
_ * panied 
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panied with his Friends Agrippa and Mæ- 
cenas. After mutual Expreſſions of Kind- 
neſs, I conjured him to conſider, that the 
Eyes of the whole World were turned on 
me, on account of my Connection witk 
the Two moſt celebrated Perſons. in it, 


himſelf and Anthony; to one of. whom I 
was the Siſter, and to the other a Wiſe, 


If, ſaid I, perfidious Counſels ſhould 
take Place, and War ſhall be the Con- 
ſequence, OFavia will be wretched with- 
out Redreſs; for on which Side ſoever 
Victory falls, I ſhall be a certain Loſer, 
In ſhort, by my Prayers and Tears, I ſo 
pacified and ſoftened my Brother, that 1 
had the Pleaſure of once more ſeeing my- 
ſelf the Cauſe of Harmony between him 
and my Huſband. They granted my Re- 
queſt, to aſſiſt each other in the Wars 
wherein they were engaged. They parted 
very good Friends; Cæſar going to make 
War with Pompey, for the Recovery of 
Sicily, and Anthony: ſetting, Sail for Afa. 
But in his Way, bis old Diſeaſe returned, 
He ſent for Cleopatra, and again faſtened 
on himſelf her Chains. Perhaps he was 

1 M6 diſ- 
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diſpleaſed at my Manner of parting witlr 
him. For, notwithſtanding the Perplexity 
his Behaviour often occaſioned, yet I really 
loved him”; and when I knew that the Ne- 
ceſſity of Affairs, and both his Honour and 
Intereſt, required our preſent Separation, 
leſt ; my Grief ſhould give him Uneaſineſs, 
1 with the urmoſt: Efforts of my 
eſolution to conceal it from him: And 
whatever Sorrow I felt, I ſuppreſſed or 
ſmothered it, till he was at a Diſtance not 
to be affected by it. My Care was need- 
leſs; for it was not in my Power to vex 
or diſpleaſe him. However, being igno- 
rant of the true State of his Mind, I acted 
with as much Caution, from the bare 
Fancy that I might poſſibly hurt him, as 
if I had really been the Object of his Love. 
Ag ſoon as I could compoſe my Thoughts 
ter his Departure, I employed myſelf 
© wholly in the Care of his Children, as well 
of thoſe he had by Fulvia, as my own. 
The unfortunate Children, who had loſt 
their Mother, were the Objects of my 
Compaſſion; and the Love I bore their 


Father, extended to them, as his Offspring. 
Nor 
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Nor did the News I had heard of Cleapatra, 
abate my Care, or irritate my.Revenge 
to gratify itſelf on their helpleſs Innocence. 
To confeſs the Truth, Revenge was not 
much in my Diſpoſitionz and I now ex- 
perienced the Falſchood of the Aſſertion, 
that Love may be turned into Hatred, and 
that Hatred be heightened in Proportion 
to the Degree of the Love it ſucceeds, 
Love indeed, when it is only the Conſe- 
quence of Pride gratified, will vaniſh as 
foon as that Pride is piqued; and will 
ſurrender up its Place to Averſion; which 
is the more natural and more general Con- 
ſequence of unbounded Pride. But as 
Love was my predominant Paſſion, it was 
built on the Gratification of no other; and 
therefore its Diſappointment, whatever it 
made me ſuffer, did not burſt out into 
Rage. This I am certain of, that I did 
not hate Anthony. For though from: this 
Time forward he treated me with the ut- 
- moſt Scorn and Neglect, yet I could. with 
Pleaſure hear of his Proſperity, and was 
| deeply concerned at his Ruin; notwith- 


5 his mad Paſſion for Cleopatra was 
the 
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the Occaſion of it. When 1 heard of his 
miſerable Retreat from Partbia (though 
his Haſte to Return to Egypt: was the 
Foundation of that Miſery), yet was I 
ſhocked with the Account of the Hard- 
ſhips he had endured; and alſo pleaſed 
with the Goodneſs of his Behaviour to. 
wards his Followers, when he had brought 
them into that Diſtreſs. Any one Action 
for which I could find Reaſon to approve 
and praiſe him, gave me more Satisfaction, 
than if, from the ſame Paſſion he had for 
Cleopatra, he would have thrown himſelf 
at .my Feet, whilſt he was ravaging and 
deſtroying the reſt of Mankind. The Par- 
ticulars of Anthony's future Conduct came 
to my Knowlege only by the means of Cæ- 
ſar. For as he was now overwhelmed 
in Fondnefs for Cleopatra, who, I was 
conſcious, had no View on him but to 
promote her own ambitious Defigns; I 
expected to hear nothing that would tend 
to his Honour, and would not ſuffer any 
one to mention to me what tended to his 
Difgrace. Although he neglected me, yet 


be was ſtill my Huſband; and I thought it 
did 
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did not become me to hear him reviled or 
defamed. I prevailed with even Cæſar, 
when he related Matters of Fact, to ſoften 
his Expreſſions of Anthony, in Complai- 
ſance and Reſpect to his unhappy Wife. 
Matters of Fact I eſteemed it neceſſary to 
know, that I might endeavour, as much 
as poſlible, to palliate my Brother's Rage, 
and avert from Anthony the dreadful Con- 
ſequences which ſeemed to threaten him 
from his preſent unfortunate Situation, 
I looked on him as one under the Preva. 
lence of a malignant Diſtemper, and would 
(had my Power equalled my Will) have 
preſerved him from its dire Effects. But 
all my Endeavours for his Preſervation 
proved fruitleſs. He had given a Looſe 
to his unbridled Paſſions, and thrown off 
the Reins that ſhould have curbed his 
wild Imagination. My Mind from hence» - 
forward, whilſt Autbom liyed, laboured 
under great Anxiety, and I was in conti- 
nual Alarm for his Security and Protec- 
tion. I could not help attempting all 
that was in my Power to reſcue my Huſ- 
| ren from Deſtruction and therefore, 
before,

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before, the civil War had. blazed into 
an inextinguiſhable Flame, with Cæſar's 
Permiſſion, I went to ſeelk Anthony, to 
make one laſt Effort to ſnatch him from 
his impending Fate.

Her fear of loſing him called forth 
all her Artifice; and by the Pretence of 
dying for Love of him, ſhe raiſed his Com- 
paſſion, and confined it entirely to herſelf;

Tears which 
flowed from the double Source of his cruel 
Scopn, and his approaching Ruin. , How- 
ever, no harſh Word againſt him broke 
from my Lips, nor did I intermix any 
bitter Reproaches in the Letters I wrote 
him, to know how he would have the 
Preſents I had brought him from my Bro- 
ther diſpoſed of, as wal * buen che 
following.

-On' my Arrival at Row) Coles inſiſted 
much that I ſhould: leave my Huſband's 
Houſe, and accept of an Apartment in 
his Palace. But I intreated him to let 
me continue where Anthony had placed 
me, unleſs I'ſhould receive from him Or- 
ders to remove. I giought,/at"this critical 
Time, to quit his Houſe would be making 
the Indignity more public, and increaſe 
the Clamour already too general at Rome, 
againſt Anthony. His Unkindneſs, how 
much ſoe ver I ſuffered by it, could not 
tempt me to be careleſs of his Honour. 


For, from the Inſtant I'became his Wife, 


I determined, whatever might be his Con- 
duct towards me, to make his Intereſt and 
Honour my chief Concern, and the Rule 
of my Actions. But vain was my Cau- 
tion; for Autbom himſelf, infatuated by 
Cleopatra, 
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Cleopatra, ſoon ſent proper Officers to re- 
move me from his Houſe; which I could 
not leave without Tears, at the Conſide ra- 


tion that although I had been, made ſo 


great a Sacrifice for the ſake of Peace, I

From the Time of this Battle, I had 
conveyed to him repeated Meſſages, | to 
beg'of him, before it was too late, to pre- 
ſerve himſelf, and allow me again to be 
the Means of his being reconciled to Cæſar. 
But in the very Inſtant that he knew Cleo- 
patra had betrayed him, on a Report of 
her being dead, he choſe for her ſake, by 
Self. murder to fly from Ofavia, who was 
yet ready to receive him, and uſe her ut- 
moſt Endeavours to crown him with Peace 
and Empire. Strange Infatuation! He 
had lived Five Years with me to very 
little Purpoſe, if he was ſtill ſo ignorant 
of my Diſpoſition, as to imagine I would 
once have hinted at any Reproach for his 
paſt Infidelity. I knew it was impoſlible 
to! 8 Yeſterday, and I would not have 
recalled 
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recalled its Sorrows. To. have been 
continually opening a Wound I was par- 
ticularly deſirous of healing, would have 
been the moſt effectual Method of de- 
ſtroying my own Deſign. But whatever 


Thoughts Anthony's blind Paſſion for the 
enſnaring Queen of Egypt [inſpired bim 
with, in prejudice of his unhappy Wife, 
yet did his Death alone put an End to my 
Solicitude for his Safety: And as to Cleo- 
patra, no inſolent Triumph over her once 
entered my Mind. It had always been 
my Maxim, that Vice brought its own. 
Puiniſhment; and I was not ſorry that ſhe 
eſcaped the Inſults with which the enraged 


| Romans were prepared to have treated her. 


The Sufferings of Cleopatra could not have 
recalled Anthony to Life, nor have reſtored 
him to Odlavia; and I was capable of 
ſome Pity even of a Rival. 


1 omitted no Honour or Regard I could 
pay my Huſband's Memory, although I 


did not affect any extravagant Grief for 
his Loſs. Nay, I concealed what I really 


GP "_ for I _ that in a World 
where 
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where the ſlighteſt Provocations generally 
excite inveterate Hatred, it would: have 
been thought incredible that I could derive . 
any thing but Pleaſure from the Miſery or 
Death of a Man who had uſed me with 
Neglect m_l Scorn. 


From this Time forward I propoſed to 
lead a recluſe and private Life, employed 
in the Protection of my own and Authony's 
Children. But, alas! my Train of Mis- 
fortunes was not yet compleated. For the 
young Marcellus, my Son by the beſt of 
Huſbands and of Men, was arreſted and 
. taken from me by the inexorable Sum- 
mons of Fate. He was in the Flower of 
his Age; and had, as well by his filial 
Duty, as great Improvements, amply com- 
penſated my Care in the Education of 
him. His Virtues and Accompliſhments 
had rendered him the Object both of pri- 
vate Eſteem and public Admiration, Cæ- 
ſar had entertained ſo high an Opinion of 
his Merit, as to chuſe him for his Suc- 
ceſſor in the Roman Empire; and his 
Choice met with univerſal Approbation. 
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My Brother, and the whole State, lament- 
ed his Death, and paid him every Ho- 
nour that could conſecrate his Memory, 
or demonſtrate their unaffected Concern. 
But amongſt all cheſe public Expreſſions 
of Honour, none equalled the celebrated 
Eulogy of the Poet Virgil, which has 
o deſervedly immortalized his own and 
3 of my beloved Son. Nei- 
ther the Emperor nor myſelf could refrain 
from Tears at the Recital of his pathetic 
Deſcription; and when he mentioned the 
Name of my Son Marcellus, I fainted 
away; and thus gave Teſtimony both to 
the Power of the Poet, and the Intenſeneſs 
of my own Affliction. To reſiſt this un- 
expected Event, required the utmoſt Ef. 
forts of my Reſolution. It ſtruck to my 
Heart its pointed Arrow; and though I 
could ſtifle outward Complaints, yetI could 
not but feel an inward Anxiety. So deeply 
was I affected, that I could never after 
bear to ſee any Picture or Image of him; 
nor ſuffer his Name to be mentioned, nor 
the Verſes written in his Praiſe to be re- 
cited. My having been long accuſtomed

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w ſubdue my Paſfions, and keep them 
from inſulting over my Reaſon, was in- 
deed of inexpreſſible Service to me on this 
Occaſion; it preſerved me from expoſing 
myſelf to Diſtraction by an Exceſs of 
| Grief, and reſtrained within ſome Bbunds 
my Sorrows, even for the Loſs of this 
Pledge of Love left me by Huſband' Mar- 
cellus. Nevertheleſs, ſo fatal an Accident 
gave a more ſerious Turn to my Mind 
than ufual, and fixed a kind of Melan- 
choly on me, which IT could not even de- 
ſire to caſt off, as it now became my great- 
eſt Relief. This, however, did not” pre- 
vent me from exerting myſelf to perform. 
what I thought my Duty. In Autbom's 
Life I had always taken care of his Chil- 
dren by Fulvia; but after his Death, I 
ſuper-intended the Education, and pro- 
moted the Fortune of the Children brought 
him by the Queen of Egypt; and married 
the young Cleopatra to the King of Mauri. 
tania, who was celebrated for his Know- 
lege of the Sciences, and the Strength 
of his Underſtanding, Revenge, as I 
have before faid, had a very fmall Share

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in my Compoſition; and I think, had I 


been naturally inclined to it, the Troubles 
which now aſſailed me on the Death of my 
Son; muſt have ſoftened and even ſup- 
f IR Renee Ne | ad.

Lived Thirteen ew after. he Loſs of 
my Son Marcellus; but quitted the Court, 
and ſpent my Time in Solitude and Re- 
tirement; where Books. and Philoſopby 
were both my Support and Amuſement. 
From Rellection I had nothing. to vex or 
upbraid me, in reference to my paſt Con- 
duct. The Children, as well Fulvia's as 
my bwn, anſwered my ExpeCtation, and 
I ſaw. them happy around me. My Soul 
was clear as a limpid Stream. No Paſſion 
Jiſcompoſed my Tranquility; and I be- 
came as unruffled by perplexing Sorrow, 
as a ſmiling Infant. When I recollected 
my paſt Life, I had the Pleaſure of .con- 
fidering, that notwithſtanding the many 
unavoidable Misfortunes I had endured, 
yet as I had ated uprightly, and without 
Guile, I could not condemn myſelf for 
being the Cauſe of any of thoſe Misfor- 

tunes. 
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runes. My honeſt Simplicity, By pro- 
curing the Eſteem and Love of Marcellus, 
was compenſated with more Happineſs. 
than could have been my Fate by any baſe- - 
\ Deſigns, or perfidious Treachery. 


At length did I receive the Reward of 
eonſcious Virtue; for, applauded. by the 
Romans, valued by their Emperor, grate- 
fully treated by my Children, and with a 
Mind ſteady, ſerene, and. calm, I ſunk 
in Peace, and reſigned my Breath, without 
any Remorſe to embitter, or One Thought 
of Terror to diſturb, my laſt Moments.
